These volumes are printed 
in China and comprise English. 
Chinese characters and what is

vt. words written in English letters. 
or. Chao in telling international 
News Service of his fascinating 
labors, read the following passage 
as it will appear in “romanization.’*

I had to

lion before I could resume work. 
"in 1926 the National Bornan! 
zat ion was worked out and 
two 
years later officially recognized by 
the Ministry of Education. 
So I 
put Jabborwoeky into Chinese with 
all the etymologies intact. 
With 
this nut cracked, the rest of the 
book 
was 
comparatively 
easy, 
though the strict standard of never 
losing a point in translation held 
up the work many a time, and 
caused a good deal of floor pacing 
and cigarette burning.”

work was done in strict "pa? hua” 
or language of the ordinary peo­ 
ple.
